ANYONE who knows the use of 
oil in an automobile engine can 
readily understand the function 
of the bursas or fluid-filled sacs, 
which are located around the joints 
of the body. The method is differ 
ent in each case, but the purpose 
is the same, to prevent friction. 
For instance, in many cases, a 
tendon which connects a muscle 
w ith a bone will pass over a bursa 
and thus be protected from the ef­ 
fects of constant rubbing against 
the hard material of the bone. 
Like every other part of the body, 
the bursas are subject to disease 
or disorder. 
In recent years, it has been 
noted that many persons suffer 
from a condition in which deposits 
of calcium or lime salts occur in 
the bursa and in the tendon. This 
condition is known as calcifying 
bursitis. The most frequent loca­ 
tion of this condition seems to be 
around the shoulder joint in what 
is known as the subacromial bursa. 
The symptoms of this condition 
consist of pain in the shoulder, 
often passing into the forearm 
and the hand. There may be numb­ 
ness of the upper part of the arm, 
inability to make certain move­ 
ments, especially placing the hands 
in the hip pockets, lifting an ob­ 
ject or combing the hair. The pain 
may occur at night and awaken 
the patient, and force him to find 
a more comfortable position. The 
disorder, in some instances, may 
last over a period of years. Now 
and then, recovery occurs with or 
without treatment after a period 
of several months. 
And here is where the X-ray 
comes into use again. When an 
X-ray is taken, the deposit of lime 
salts in the tendon is shown. Some­ 
times inflammation of the bursa 


may occur without any lime salt 
deposits. In order to make a diag­ 
nosis in such cases, according to 
Drs. Isaac W. Kaplan and Benja­ 
min L. Hawkins of the Medical 
Corps of the United States Army, 
an injection of a local anesthetic 
may be made into the bursa. If 
this causes all the symptoms to 
clear up, it is probable that the 
trouble is due to bursitis, since 
such treatment would not relieve 
other disorders. 
The treatment which they advise 
for this condition is knosm as in­ 
filtration. The needle on a syringe 
is inserted over the tender spot in 
the shoulder. X-rays are then 
taken with the needle in place to 
make sure the point of it is near 
the calcium deposits. Then, a warm 
salt solution is slowly injected 
around the deposit in the buna. 
At the same time, numerous punc­ 
tures are made into the bursa. 
According to these physicians, if 
the treatment is carried out cor­ 
rectly, almost immediate relief is 
obtained. However, for the next 24 
hours there may be some increase 
in the symptoms. Then sgatn. the 
pain begins to disappear and in 
about four days has vanished. 
During the period of treatment, 
the patient is encouraged to get 
under a warm shower and. as the 
moist heat renders 
movement 
easier, to further limber up the 
shoulder by mild exercise. Where 
shower is not available, much 
the same result can be obtained 
by application of warm, moist 
packs for a time preceding the ex­ 
ercise. 
If the deposits of calcium salts 
have not begun to disappear within 
four to six weeks, the treatment 
may be repeated a second time. 
This usually produces a complete 
cure.

According to reports Acheson had fccome opposed to Stettinius 
when

secretary and put in Will Clayton as economic 
assistant. This gave Acheson the glad-hand job 
of representing the department before Congress. 
The tables were turned when President Truman 
made Stettimus delegate to the UN and Acheson 
undersecretary. For much of the time, he has 
been undersecretary, Acheson has also been act­ 
ing as secretary, since James F. Byrnes has been 
absent on missions to London, Pans, Moscow 
and New York.
